Tile area IS a treasure trove 
of island culture and land¬ 
mark bull dill gs, expl am e d 
Anne Witsenburg-de Jong, 
Director of tlie Monumenten- 
fonds. The foundation works 
closely witli tlie government's 
Monumentenbureau, which 
has handled the reclaiming 
process on a number of struc¬ 
tures. In this case, tliey are 
also working in conjunction 
with the Stichting Pv-ancho, 
headed by Clifford F^.osa, a 
very unique organization 
dedicated to the preservation 
and appreciation of this his- 
tonccd area. Ms. Witsenburg- 
de Jong expressed a hope 
they would see other such or¬ 
ganized community efforts 
aimed toward preserving 
their cultural heritage Since 
her taking over the adminis¬ 
tration of the Monumenten- 
fonds two years ago, the 
agency played a much 
stronger role in the restora¬ 
tion of landmark structures 
She expressed the desire to 
see the number of projects 
done to date, become the an¬ 
nual quantity.

Israel minister angers 
US with Kerry peace

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Is¬ 
rael's defence minister ac¬ 
cused US Secretary of State 
John Kerry of an "incompre¬ 
hensible obsession" with 
Middle East peace, drawing a 
fLtrious response from the 
Jewish state's cluef ally Tues¬ 
day. 

Tlie Wlute House de¬ 
scribed Defence Minister 
Mo she Yaalon's reported 
comments as "offensive," in 
a mark of the degree of out¬ 
rage in Washington at tlie lat¬ 
est public spat between the 
two allies, which follows a 
major row over Iran policy 

Yaalon later apologised, to 
US Secretaiy of State Jolin 
Kerry 

In a statement Yaal on said 
he "had no intention lo cause 
any offence to tlie secretary”; 
and he apologises if the sec¬ 
retary was offended by words 
attributed to the minister.' 

Israel's top-selling news¬ 
paper Yediot Aharonot 
quoted Yaal on as expressing 
hope that Kerry, who has vis¬ 
ited the region 1Q times since 
taking office in February 
2D 13, would end Ins peace 
push and focus Ins energies 


elsewhere. 

'The American plan for 
security arrangements that 
was shown to us isn't worth 
tlie paper it was written on," 
Yaal on was quoted as saying 
111 pnvate conversations with 
Israeli officials, accusing 
Kerry of being naive and im¬ 
plying he is a nuisance. 

US President Barack 
□b am a's sp 0 ke siii an J ay C ar- 
ney said Yaalon's remarks "if 
accurate, are offensive and 
inappropriate, especially in 
tlie light of everything Secre¬ 
tary Kerry is doing to support 
Israel's security needs." 

'Secretary Kerry and Ins 
team have been working non¬ 
stop in their efforts to pro¬ 
mote a secure peace for Israel 
because of the deep concern 
tlie United States has and the 
deep commitment the United 
Stales has for and to IsraeTs 
future and the Israeli people," 
Carney said. 

'To question Secretaiy 
Kerry^s motives and distort 
lus proposals is not some- 
tliiiig we would expect from 
the defence minister of a 
close ally." 


Tweive dead, 10 
missing in Brazii flooding 


SAD PAULO (AFP) - 
Twelve people were killed 
and ID were missing after 
flash flooding triggered by 
heavy rain in the southern 
Brazilian town of Itaoca^ of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday in an up¬ 
dated toll. 

Sao Paulo stale's civil de¬ 
fense department earlier put 
the death toll at 1Q and added 
tlial 332 people -- or about 10 
percent of the town's popula¬ 
tion -- were left homeless by 
overflowing waters from the 
Palmital River. 

Itaoca, located 340 kilo¬ 


meters (21D miles) southwest 
of Sao Paulo, was still with¬ 
out power and dnnking 
water, and 100 homes were 
affected, officials said 

Some 5D homes were also 
damaged in the nearby town 
of Apiai, they added. 

Sao Paulo Govemor Ger- 
aldo Alckmin warned of an 
"extremely senous" situation 
as he toured the area Monday. 

And the misery is not over 
yet. Forecasters are predict¬ 
ing more rain in the area over 
tlie next few days.

By doing tins tliey managed to 
locale the absentee Dutch 
owner, Peter Burgers. A van¬ 
guard cooperation was bom of 
tlieir efforts, where Mr. Burg¬ 
ers will actually finance the 
restoration of the building, 
with the Monumenlenfonds 
acting as proj ect manager. Ad¬ 
dition ally, Mr. Burger's son, 
Albert, i^o is a second year 
arclutectural student at TU 
Delft in Holland, did an in¬ 
ternship at the Monumenten- 
fonds, focusing on the 
restoration of the property. He 
is pnmanly responsible for 
tlie plan to be put into effect, 

The landmark property 
has a small secondary struc¬ 
ture adjacent to the "big 
house," compnsed of a very 
unique construction referred 
to as "Cas diTorto." Tins de¬ 
ploys tlie rudimentary lime¬ 
stone caulk with which early 
lustoncal structures were fin¬ 
ished and wlutewashed De¬ 
spite being more than 150 
years old, the basic structure 
is still very sound, though it 
did suffer fire damage fi'om 
squatters this past year. 

Albert Burger reports his 
time on Aruba was a revela¬ 
tion, "refi'eshing my passion 
for architecture." He feels 
there is a great deal to learn 
fi'om the old style of con¬ 
struction prevalent during 
colonial times, which de¬ 


ployed the matenals 
available and were 
mindful of tlie wind 
and sun in placing 
structures to best ad¬ 
vantage. "The mate¬ 
nals used were 
naturally sustain¬ 
able," he observes. 
"Even after 150 
years, they are still 
quite sound. Tliey 
were more porous, 
so the buildings 
could "breathe" and 
be much cooler, un¬ 
like what we find 
with concrete struc¬ 
tures that are most 
common today. I feel tliat 
finding a way to combine 
those past metliods '^i^'ith 
modem materials would be 
very beneficial and a smart 
way to plan any new build¬ 
ings for Aruba." 

Tlie work on the Cas di 
Torto at Komngstraat will 
begin once a contracting 
company is found that can 
work within those parame¬ 
ters, to restore the histone 
structure to its onginal glojy''. 
The plan is for tlie main 
building to eventually house 
international students attend¬ 
ing one of Aruba's schools, 
such as the University of 
Aaiha, which is iii close 
proximity. "The building will 
be larger and far more attrac¬ 
tive tlian where I am situated 
in Delft," observed Albert 
Burgers, 'I would love to be 
staying in such quarters "■ 

In December, a group of 
Sustainable Achitecture stu¬ 
dents firom University of Rot¬ 
terdam conducted a 
two-week study of the Ran¬ 
cho area, as part of the de¬ 
partment's curriculum Their 
findings focused on what 
would be feasible financially 
for the Monumentenfonds, 
singling out the many alley 
ways that are lined with his¬ 
torical structures as areas of 
focus. They devised an "his¬ 


torical walk" that would be 
ideal for visitors, particulaiiy 
off the cruise ships, best 
showcasing the landmark 
buildings, ■with Koningslraat 
2? being the final destination 
of the path tliey devised. 

Ms. Witzenburg de-Jong 


expressed the hope tlial other 
property owners with land¬ 
mark structures 'will be in¬ 
spired by tins proj ect, as well 
communities becoming more 
conscientious about preser¬ 
ving theirhentage. It demon¬ 
strates that appreciation on 


the part of the property own¬ 
ers and cooperation with the 
foundation is entirely feasi¬ 
ble, for the benefit of the bar- 
no and Aruba

contradict the law 

ORANJESTAD -- Tlie Goveniment de- 
partiiient dealing with CDnsumer nghts, 
namely, Dienst Huur- en CGnsumenten- 
zaken, has receded vanous connplainls 
from cansiiimers regarding stores re Ris¬ 
ing to make refunds. With respect to 
these complaints this Department has 
decided to submit the following infor¬ 
mation 

Our economy is based on a free mar¬ 
ket and depends, among otliers, on the 
demand of consumers. In reality,, busi¬ 
ness as well as consumer needs each 
otlierto guarantee a healthy functioning 
economy and the welfare of one and all. 

Spending money is an important role 
of the consumer which helps the econ¬ 
omy to flourish. For tins reason the con¬ 
sumer plays a vital role m our economic 
system and the consumer consequently 

deserves good service. 

Giving the consumer good service signifres that a business will create a good relationship 
witli its clients and vice versa. A cardinal aspect of this is that all aspects of tlie relationship 
comply with the law. For example, the management of prices, product guarantees as well as 
"store policy” The Department wishes to inform tliat NO store policies are above laws, winch 
protects the local consumer. Quite the contrary, all store policies must comply with tlie law 
and may never contradict the law 

If in the event a certain store policy is in contradichan of our laws, that store policy will 
he considered invalid. An example of this is the failure to refrmd money to a consumer. Tliis 
condition is unjust to a client, for example when a product results in being defei::tive and the 
client requests a refund of their money paid Another example of tliis which makes this store 
policy invalid, is when a consumer has bought an item under tlie false expectations created 
by the company, such as m the case of false promotions. 

Other important aspects of the law to bear in mind are when the consumer purchases a 
product winch results in being defective, tlie consumer can demand 

* A new product, and if the product is no longer in stock, tins makes it impassible to 
get a new product 

* In the event a part IS damaged the consumer can demand a new part or to have tins 
rep aired 

• Rep air the p ro du ct. I f the co st f or r ep air i s c onsi derably hi gli, it may b e uineas o nab 1 e 
to demand the business to carry the cost of repairs 

• I f it 1 s imp 0 s sibl e fo r the c omp any to co iiiply ’wi th tli e ab o ve meiiti o ned then the con - 
suiiier can demand return of their money paid. 

The Department wants to advise all business o’wners to take into account that there are 
laws protecting tlie consumer and that they must abide by tliese laws unconditionally.

Tins is an increase over 2012, 
’with d75 Eenmanszaak, of 
33.4%. In San Nicolas, tlie 
increase in businesses open¬ 
ings over 2D 12 was 3d% and 
in Paradera 29.4%, which is 
particularly positive for these 
areas of the island.

rep orters. 

"It does not matter what 
they say, it matters what they 
do ■ 

Fvouhani's comment was 
sent out on his official Twitter 
account, and played directly 
into the complaints of hawk¬ 
ish members of the US Con¬ 
gress that the deal, due to 
come into force on January 
20, gave too much up to Iran 
for too little in return. 

"Our relationship w/ the 
world IS based on Iranian na¬ 
tion's interests.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - President Barack Obama will meet 
Pope Francis "in tlie near future," tlie ’’vVhite House said Tues¬ 
day, although it did not specify a date for their much-antici¬ 
pated first encounter. 

Wlute House spokesman Jay Carney said the president 
'looks forward' to the meeting with the pontiff of whom he 
has spoken with admiration. 

Pop e Francis was elected in March last year and had an im¬ 
mediate impact at the Vatican, Ins relaxed style and focus on 
poverty contrastmg witli tlie reserved conservatism of Ins pred¬ 
ecessor 

His personal popularity, even among non-Catholics, has 
soared as Obama's once stellar approval ratings have fallen. 

Last month, Obama spoke approvingly of the new pope, 
despite concerns in conservative US circles that tlie Argentin¬ 
ian pontiff IS hostile to fi'ee-market capitalism. 

"Some of you may have seen just last week, tlie pope him¬ 
self spoke about this at eloquent length," Obama said in a 
sp eech to a progressive Waslnngtoii think tank. 

"How could it be, he wrote, that it's not a news item when 
an elderly homeless person dies of exposure, but it is news 
when the stock market loses two points'?" 

Francis had argued that such v^ues spnng firom an unequal 
society ill which "masses of people find themselves excluded 
and marginalized: witliout work, without possibilities, without 
any means of escape."

U S -finance d c ounter- ding p ro- 
grams in Colombia. 

Catatumbo said tlie latest 
proposal was based on a pilot 
project advanced dmiiig a pre¬ 
vious unsuccessful set of peace 
talks 111 2000 by FARC founder 
Manuel Mainlanda. 

Under the FARC's proposal, 
the program would be fonded 
by the government witli the 
savings that come finm elimi- 
iiatiiig the military presence in 
those areas, he said. 

Funding should also come 
fr'om mtemational sources, in¬ 
cluding the countries that are 
the biggest consumers ofillicil 
drugs, he said. 


Catatumbo denounced what 
he said were “criminal state 
policies based on tlie persecu¬ 
tion, stigmatization and crimi¬ 
nalization of peasant farmers." 

There was no immediate re¬ 
action to the proposal fr'om the 
govermnent of President Juan 
Manuel Santos. 

But the FAF.C initiative 
echoed a recent move by 
Uruguay to legalize and regu¬ 
late the cultivation and sale of 
maiijuana, as well as dmg le¬ 
galization proposals elsewhere 
in the Americas.

France following a tip-off tliat 
20Q horses, including 6Q 
owned by phainiaceutical 
giant Sanofi, had ended up in 
abattoirs after their veterinary 
certificates had been falsified. 

Around 11 tonnes of horse- 
meat that could contain the 
suspect me at were delivered to 
five Dutch companies between 
January and October 2013, the 
NVWA food safety autlionty 
said in a statement. 

The meat was then sold on 


to restaurants as horsemeat, 
but also turned into pel food, 
the NWA said. 

"Of tlie 11,000 kilos, we 
have found ai'ound 1,000 
kilos," NVWA spokesman 
Bremio Bruggiiik told AFP 
"It's almost 100 percent cer¬ 
tain tlie rest has been eaten."

BEUmC (AFP) - AClunese 
doctor who at ducted and sold 
newborn babies was given a 
suspended death sentence

Zhang Shuzia, an obstetri¬ 
cian, was found guilty of steal¬ 
ing seven children, tlie court 
said, adding that she tricked 
pai’enlsinto giving up itieir ba¬ 
bies by telling them the new¬ 
borns were sick or had died. 

Her actions were only dis¬ 
covered last year, when she 
told tlie parents of a newborn 
boy that the mother "had 
syphilis and hepatitis wliich 
could infect tlie infant" and 
persuaded them to give him 
up, the court said. "She took 
the baby home, and contacted 
a trafficker,* it added. 

Doctors later told the par¬ 
ents they were fiee of both dis¬ 
eases, reports at the time said, 
and tliey raised die alarm. 

Autlionties recovered die 
hoy, who had been sold by 


traffickers to a fanner with 
three daughters in the central 
province of Henan for 60,000 
yuan ($9,SOO). 

Also last year, Zliang per¬ 
suaded a mother to give up a 
pair of newborn female twins 
on the grounds that one had 
died of disease, wlule tlie other 
supposedly had injured aims 
and legs, the court found 

Chinese parents are some¬

New Mexico judge upholds "aid in dying 


WASHiNGTON (AFP) - A Judge in 
New Mexico ruled Monday tfiattermi- 
naiiy iii patients have the hght to 
have doctors prescribe fatal drug 
doses to help them die, US media 
said. The ruling Monday after a two- 
day trial wouid make New Mexico tfie 
fifth US state to adopt such a policy. 

The case was brought by two doctors 
who sought protection against pros¬ 
ecution if they provided fatal drug 
prescriptions to a patient, and Aja 
Riggs. She is a 49-year-old woman 
with cancer. Arguing their case were 
tiieAmerican Civil Liberties Union and Compassion and Choices, an advocacy group. 
They argued that a 1960s state law making it a felony to assist a suicide did not cover 
doctors hoping competent, terminally ill patients who wanted to hasten death. The 
state argued that such an action by a doctor was covered by the law. Nash said the 
law did apply but that "the liberty, safety and happiness Interest of a competent, ter¬ 
minally ill patient to choose aid in dying is a fundamental right under our New Mexico 
Constitution," The Times said. The attorney general's office said it was studying the 
decision and whether to appeal to the State Supreme Court, the Times said. Aid-in- 
dying is permitted in Oregon, Washington, Montana and Vermont. The practice has 
been hotly debated since it was hrst adopted in Oregon in 1997.

BEIJING (AFP) - Children's 
clothing and shoes made by a 
dozen globally-recognised 
brands have been found to 
contain potentially harmful 
chemicals, Greenpeace said 
Tuesday. 

A new investigation by the 
environmental campaigii group 
sliowed tliat at least one article 
from every brand was found to 
have chemicals tliat “can have 
adverse impacts either on 
hiun an rep r 0 ductiv e, hormon al 
or immune systems". 

But some of the substances 
It tested were at concentrations 
as low as 1 mg p er kiio, winch 
It described as “the limit of de¬ 
tection", and it was nut clear 
firom tile statement how many 
of tlie samples were above of¬ 
ficial limits. 

Tlie campaign group has is¬ 
sued similar findings before, 
and m 20IJ held a "toxic" 
fashion show m Beijing to 
draw atteatiouto its allegabon 
that two-tiiirds of higli-street 
gai’menls it tested contained 
haimful chemicals. 

Greenpeace analysed S2 
products manufactured in 12 
different countries, witli Cliina 
tlie biggest producer on 29

France's Hollande announces

PARIS (AFP) - Frenoh Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande 
kicked off an eagerly awaited 
press conference Tuesday 
with a pledge to cut 30 bdlion 
euros ($41 billion) firompay¬ 
roll taxes by 2017. 

Hollande said tliemeasure.

strength. 

"France must get moving 
again in order to set off 
again," he said as he outlined 
what he termed as a new Re¬ 
sponsibility Pact with busi¬ 
ness. 

He said tlie country was al¬ 
ready seeing "firagile" results, 
such as a drop in youth un¬ 
employment and what he said 
was a "stahilisalion"' of over¬ 
all jobless figures.

Klins¬ 
mann said he cameto Sao Paulo on a scouting tour two 
years ago and decided that Brazil's economic capital was 
the best place in terms of hotels and training facility to 
set up the US base camp for the two-week tournament 
that will open here June 12. After conducting daily woi1(- 
outs and two private scrimmages over the next 12 days, 
the US team plan to play a friendly against South Korea 
in Carson, California on February 1. Klinsmann acknowl¬ 
edged that team USA face a tough group against Ger¬ 
many, Portugal and Ghana and must beat Ghana in the 
opening game in the northeastern city of Natal on June 
16. Travel to northeastern World Cup values such as 
Natal, Recife and Manaus will be a major challenge al¬ 
though American players are used to travel long dis¬ 
tances at home, he added. He also expressed confidence 
that Brazil will rise to the challenge of hosting their first 
World Cup since 1950 despite concern about delays in 
readying stadiums and infrastructure projects.
